GERMAN PAPER SNEERS
AT AMERICAN PRISONERS

BERLIN, Nov, §.—With the sxcoption of
the briefest nolmtion In tha Geéneral Stafr
report, no datalls have come out here with
regard to the capture of 1he firnt Amerloan
troops In France, The oMclal bulletin says
they weres made prisoner In tha reglon of
the Rhine-Marme Canal, in the sectlon of
the front defended by the German Crown
Prince's Army,

While the hwapapers have played up the
capture of the-Americans in thelr headiines,
the only comment I8 made by the Lbkal
Anzeiger under the eaption, “Good Morning,
Boya!" The newspaper then mays:

“Three cheera for the Amerlcana! Clever
chaps they are, it cannot ba denled. Scarce-
H’ have they touched the soll of this putri-

nd Europe when they already are forcing
their way Into dermany. Hefore long they
will cross the Rhine and alse enter our
fortresses, That Ia express-traln speed and
American smartness

“It i& our good fortune that we are
equipped to recelve and entertaln numerous
puests and that we shall be able to provide
quarters for these gentiemen. However, we
eannot promise them doughnuts and jam,
and to this extent they will be obliged to
recede from thelr former stundard of Hving
They probably will become reconclled to
this, for soldiering in ever a risky business
Above all, they will find comfort in the
thought that they are rendering thelr nl-
mighty President.
